Fire Prevention Provides 


Many Preventi 


Have you seen a Fire Inspector 
in your district recently? If not 
you may expect to see him any day 
now. The Fire Prevention Act gov- 
erns the activities of the Fire Com- 
missioner and staff in so far as 
fire investigations, fire inspectors, 
maintaining of fire records and 
fire fighting instruction is con- 
cerned. It therefore follows that the 
Fire Commissioner's work falls into 
different categories such as: 


There is one inspection of build- 
ings and the investigation of fire 
and this work is conducted jointly 
with fire chiefs in every commun- 
ity in Alberta, The object of an 
investigation is to determine the 
cause of fire particularly where loss 
of life occurs and where there has 
been a large property loss. After a 
thorough investigation, many im- 
portant lessons are learned that can 
be passed along to building owners 
and propietors with view of pre- 
venting similar fire losses recurring. 
If necessary the Fire Commission- 
er’s staff and fire chiefs have the 
authority to compel correction of 
fire hazards if the proprietor does 
not see the need to maintain a 
building in the best possible con- 
dition to prevent a fire. 

An important division of the Fire 
Commissioner’s work has to do with 
fire department organization, test- 
ing of fire equipment and assisting 
the fire chief in training of fire | 
fighters. Experienced fire instruct- 
ors are employed to assist all fire 
departments but particularly the 
volunteer brigades,

DEAR FRIENDS, 
Now that the cottons are grad-/| most frequently. 


ually being put away for another 
year, woollens, acetates, silks, ray- 
ons and other various fabrics will 
be the major material for garments. 
With the change of fabrics in gar- 
ments comes a change of method 
in the upkeep of the wardrobe, 

Dry-cleaning can be satisfactorily 
done with comparative safety in the 
home — if the right kind of clean- 
ing solvent is used, if the correct 
methods are followed and if a cer- 
tain precautions are always ob- 
served. 

The fundamental process in dry- 
cleaning is the immersion and ag- 
itation of a garment or article in a 
dry-cleaning solvent. A dry-clean- 
ing solvent, though it looks like 
water, quickly dissolves greasy and 
oily residue which would not be 
dissolved by water. However, it 
must be remembered that a dry- 
cleaning solvent can never be used 
in the same manner as water. 

Some unsafe cleaning solvents are 
naptha, high-test gasoline, or or- 
dinary gasoline. These should nev- 
er be used in home dry-cleaning 
because there js much danger of 
explosion and fire. An individual 
may be seriously burned from such 
explosions. 

The “flash point’ of gasoline is 
very low - about 50 degrees F. 
Gasoline also gives off vapors read- 
ily and produce fumes which ignite 
instantaneously. Merely the pro- 
cess of lifting a silk or wool gar- 
ment in and out of the gasoline 
may be sufficient to produce a 
spark of electricity, that will ig- 


nite the fumes, thus causing an 
explosion. 
However, there are some com- 


paratively safe cleaning solvents on 
the market. For safe home dry- 
cleaning, it is absolutely essential 
to use solvent or fluid that is semi 
non-explosive, evaporates slowly 
and has a “flash point” at least 
as high as 100 degrees F. Such 
preparations are known as dry- 
cleaning fluids, which are sold un- 
der different trade names and may 
be obtained in bulk at comparative- 
ly low costs. There are several 
| types of cleaning fluids. 

| 1. Carbon tetrachloride is 
vexpensive for general dry-cleaning. 
It is excellent for emergency clean- 
ing and spot removal, but gives 
off toxic fumes when used in large 
quantities. 

2. The regular dry-cleaning sol- 
vents have a kerosene base. They 
are non-explosive under ordinary 
atmospheric conditions and there- 
fore not as dangerous as kerosene 
However, these dry-cleaning fluids 
may ignite and must therefore be 
kept away from fires. This type 
is the least expensive for home 
cleaning purposes. 

Play safe - use the right type of 


cleaning solvent, one which is both |

Notes From D.A. 


District Agriculturist 
By HOWARD FULCHER 


With the coming of fall and early 
winter, losses in cattle due to ship- 
ping fever (hemorrhagic septi- 
cemia) often occur. This disease 
occurs in cattle on farms and ran- 
ches as well as those being shipped. 

Shipping fever affects animals in 
the six month to two year age group 
The affected an- 
imals have a high body temper- 
ature accompanied by a loss of ap- 
petite and discharge from the nose, 
followed by coughing, difficult 
breathing, watery eyes, gauntness, 
stiffness of gait and often diarrhea. 
Recovery may be complete but of- 
ten they carry on with a chronic 
form and are poor doers for quite 
some time. In many cases the 
animals effected develop  pneu- 
monia and die in q few days. 

Control of this disease is best 
by eliminating many predisposing 
factors. These factors are all con- 
cerned With management and the 
weather and all lower an animal's 
natural resistance. Factors to 
avoid are rough handling in round 
up and corralling, wet yards and 
corrals, sudden changes in feed and 
water, and lack of ample dry bed- 
ding. Try to avoid weaning calves 
during bad weather. 

Bacterins and anti serums can be 
used; in the case of bacterin in- 
jections, they should be admin- 
istered three weeks before weaning 
or shipping, requiring two doses a 
week apart. This does not give 
immediate protection but builds up 
a protection for a longer period of 
time. Anti serums can be used for 
immediate protection but this pro- 
tection is only for two to three 
weeks duration. 

If bringing in outside feeders is- 
olate for ten days and provide dry 
shelter, good hay and limited water, 
if you pasture these let them be- 
come accustomed to new pasture by 
short periods of grazing, ‘ 

To prevent an outbreak use bac- 
terin injection or anti serums and | :
